STREET CAR SMOKERS 
A PROBLEM FOR P'S. C0. 


Officer of System Says En- 
forcement. of Bar Would 
Be “impractical.” 


Smoking in street cars in viola- 
tion of the Public Service Co.’s reg- 
ulations and a city ordinance was 
discussed with a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter yesterday by Samuel W. 
Greenland, the company’s general 
manager. 

He spoke of complaints that the 
no-smoking ordinance was not be- 
ing observed now that the weather 
no longer allows windows to be 
left open, as “seasonal” and said it 
would be “impractical” to enforce 
the ordinance strictly. 

"Greenland pointed out that. the 
operator would have to stop the 
car and summon a policeman to 
arrest an offender, a process which 
he described as “too bulky” in the 
case of a car with only one opera- 
tor. 

The company’s remedy for the 
smoking nuisance, he said, was to 
provide the operators with “court- 
esy cards” requesting smokers to 
refrain, which they are supposed 
to hand to the ordinance-violators. 

Reporter Takes a Ride. 

Before talking to Greenland, the 
reporter, looking into complaints of 
violation of the no-smoking  or- 
dinance and reports that street cars 
were excessively dirty, rode in sev- 
eral cars for part of an afternoon 
over a downtown route. His route 
ran from Twelfth and Olive streets 
to Lafayette avenue, to Jefferson 
avenue, across to Olive street and 
back to the starting point. 

Four of the six cars on which 
he rode contained smokers, rang- 
ing from one with only a solitary 
cigar-chewer to one that reeked 
with the fumes of five cigarettes, 
two pipes and a cigar. 

The floors were littered with ci- 
garette butts, cigar stubs, empty 
cigarette packs and an occasional 
tobacco can. Dirt was also in evi- 
dence, the reporter found when he 
ran his ungloved hand over the 
surfaces a passenger’s hand nor- 
mally touches.

Mrs. Virgil Loeb, chairman of 
the Council’s Milk Committee, 
pointed out that the consumption 
of milk in St. Louis “is already 
lower than in most large cities.” 
The council’s statement urged that 
dealers allow a greater differential 
in the prices between store and 
home-delivered milk than now in 
effect. The statement pointed out 
that the difference in Chicago, be- 
tween store-bought and home-de- 
livered milk was 3% cents a quart, 
which is 1 cent greater than the 
general St. Louis quotation. 

The council also urged that the 
bottle refund system be restored. 
The new price for milk will be 13 TO BURN. SO

If Britain Falls, the Right of Americans to 
Live as They Have Lived Will Be Chal- 
lenged—the United States Will Be Doing 
Little Else but Watching Its Ramparts. 


T WOULD .add to clarity of 
| thought if we would cease speak- 

ing of the “European war.” The 
“New Order’ which Axis arms are 
busy forging is a new world or- 
der, or it is nothing, The Germans 
themselves do not speak of “Eu- 
rope.” They speak of Eurasia and 


Wuafrica. 


I often think we are deluded by 
the sort of maps we usually see. 
Europe is not a continent, it is a 
peninsula of Asia. Africa is far 
more intimately joined to this pen- 
insula than South America is to 
North America. The Mediterran- 
ean, the Red Sea and the Persian 
Gulf no more separate Africa and 
Asia from Europe than the Great 
Lake sseparate us from Canada. 
The whole of Africa is in the hands 
of European Powers; a defeat of 
Britain would put it wholly in the 
hands of Germany and Italy. 
However unwilling, Russia is part 
of the Axis and her gains in the 
Baltic have been quite futile. True, 
it has acquired 25,000,000 addition- 
al population and a considerable 
amount of acreage by its absorption 
of the small Baltic countries and 
its partial conquest of Finland, but 
the German absorption of Scandi- 
navia—Denmark and Norway by 
occupation and Sweden by domina- 
tion—render these gains useless. 
Russia is now locked up in the 
Baltic and Hitler has the key. 


* ca . 

So, too, the acquisition of Bessa- 

rabia and the Bukovina from Ru- 
mania by -Russia has been paral- 
leled only by the arrival of the 
Germans on the Black Sea. Hun- 
gary’s joining the Axis—a decision 
forced upon it—indicates that Ger- 
many and Italy are going to push 
forward very soon into the Near 
East. 
In the Eastern Hemisphere, the 
most important oceanic points are 
held by Britain: South Africa, In- 
dia, Australia, the British Isles 
themselves. A navy defending 
and provisioning the beleaguered 
British Isles now must try to de- 
fend these, too, against the Italian 
and Japanese navies—if once Japan 
can come to terms with China. 

This arrangement will be pushed 
by Hitler. Japan then will move 
against Dutch, French, British and 
American .possessions; Russia can 
being temporarily compensated by 
being offered some portion of the 
dismembered British Empire—lIran, 
where Britain has had a sphere of 
influence, perhaps India, There is 
a lot of the British Empire to be 
thrown as prizes to those who will 
play the German game.

HUS, all the world except the 

Western Hemisphere already is 
included in the “New Order” that 
Hitler and his henchmen are map- 
ping out and mapping up—the 
whole population of the world is 
involved except the relatively small 
number of people who inhabit the 
Western Hemisphere: About 331,- 
000,000 live in North and South 
America,.as contrasted with 1,795,- 
520,000 inhabitants of the Eastern 
Hemisphere. The population of the 
Eastern Hemisphere outnumbers 
that of the Western by more than 
five to one.

CONTEMPLATION of the 
map, of population factors, of 
the relative resources of the two

The Eastern Hemisphere is a 
teeming hemisphere, and Axis 
policy is to unsettle and re-settle 
populations according to racial, eco- 
nomic or administrative theories. 

And the cry of “have-not” na- 
tions will turn into a cry of “have- 
not” hemispheres. Just as Nazi 
claims rest on the thesis that 80,- 
000,000 Germans have not enough 
“lebensraum” and Japanese claims 
on the same cry that 70,000,000 peo- 
ple cannot be so confined, just so 
logically will the question be raised 
by what right 1,750,000,000 human 
beings on the Eastern Hemisphere 
should be so crowded, while the 
Western lands remain relatively 
empty and relatively unexploited. 
If all this seems apocalyptic, one 
can only insist that the new Nazi 
order is apocalyptic. And it only re- 
quires the defeat of Britain to make 
the vision very real. :

average American is still quite 
unable to imagine a totally differ- 
ent world order from the one in 
which he has lived since the birth 
of this nation. He is unable to im- 
agine that the right of this people 
to live, as it has here on this soil, 
will certainly be challenged if Brit- 
ain falls, and that the dream of 
holding the Western Hemisphere, 
in toto, in such a reorganized world 
is pure myth. 

To protect ourselves we, like the 
Germans, would have to turn this 
country into a new Sparta—a race 
of soldiers and administrators— 
abandon, and abandon for an un- 
foreseeable long future, the com- 
fort-loving world and pleasure-econ- 
omy standards in which we have 
been reared; prepare to lose liberal]- 
ism forever; make ourselves over 
from start to finish. We would be 
watching ramparts and doing very 
little else. 


N the face of what is happening 
| in the world, our aid to Britain, 

our preparations for our own de- 
fense, and our whole psychological 
conditioning are inadequate. Ger- 
many is getting more from France 
in a single day—in the matter of 
food and materials and war equip- 
ment—than Britain is getting from 
this country in a month. 

In this world no nation will, in 
the long run, be able to survive by 
measures short of anything except 
the most complete effort. That ef- 
fort must be an integrated effort, 
and not, as it at present is, a largely 
haphazard one, If we do not intend 
to live in the world on the Axis 
terms, we must decide for ourselves 
on what terms we do intend to live, 
and then prepare to secure those 
terms for ourselves, and as many 
allies as we can find, by any and 
all measures that we, as a people, 
can command. 

We shall not survive the twenti- 
eth century as a free people with 
any of our habits, ideals or ways 
of life intact, except by an effort 
beyond our means, as we conceive 
our means at present, an effort that 
— cost sweat, and pain and sacri- 

ce, 

For the world is not as we still 
imagine it to be. We do not want 
to arrive at the moment when we 
shall say, as Paul Reynaud said, 
“Only a miracle cah save France.” 

There was no miracle, and there 
will be none, except as we make 


the miracle, by superhuman effort.
